Mitchell Discusses at Length the 
Subject of Chinese Im ­ 
m igration.

W a s h i n g t o n , January 12.—In the 
Eenate the 
resolution 
offered by 
C handler on January 10th, instruct­ 
ing the Committee on Judiciary to 
inquire into the suppression of votes 
of colored citizens in Jackson, Miss., 
a t the recent m unicipal election in 
that city, and into all persons partici­ 
pating in such suppression, by the 
U nited 
States 
District 
Attorney, 
Deputy Collector of Internal Revenue 
and Deputy United States M arshal, 
was taken up and Chandler addressed 
th e Senate, 
lie detailed at length 
the alleged m ethods th at were pur­ 
sued to intim idate the negro voters, 
and in conclusion said that this had 
all happened in a state which was 
seeking to-day to have an associate 
Justice of the Supreme Court to aid 
in passing on the validity of the con­ 
stitutional am endm ents. 
Riddleberger rem arked that there 
was no concealment of facts, that the 
resolution was intended to affect m at­ 
ters that ought to be considered only 
in executive session, and ho gave out 
th at as for himself th at he would vote 
for the confirmation of Lamar. 
The Mississippi Senators disclaimed 
anv intention to assist tlfle proposed 
investigation, although they denied 
that the facts as stated and questioned 
the right of the Senate to order any 
such investigation. 
The resolution 
was finally adopted by a party vote of 
29 to 24. 


BILLS AND REPORTS. 
Benator Vest, from the Committee 
on Commerce, reported a bill author­ 
izing the construction of a bridge 
across the Columbia river at Dalles 
City, Ogn. Placed on the Calendar. 
Dawes, from the Committee on In­ 
dian Affairs, reported a bill author­ 
izing the appointm ent of a Superin­ 
tendent of Indian Schools. 
Placed 
on the calendar. 
Hoar from the Committee on privi­ 
leges and Elections, reported a reso­ 
lution to pay Daniel B. Lucas, of 
West Virginia, $1000 in full for all ex­ 
penses and salary as claimed for a 
scat in the Senate. 
Referred. 


A PRESIDENTIAL NOMINATION. 
The President sent to the Senate 
the nomination of Edward T. Bragg, 
of Wisconsin, as Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary of the 
United States to Mexico. 


m a n d e r s o n ’s m i l i t a r y m e a s u r e . 
From the Committee on M ilitary 
Affairs, Senator M anderson reported 
favorably the bill introduced by him 
to increase the efficiency of the in­ 
fantry branch of the army. 
The 
num ber of companies in each regi­ 
ment is increased from ten to twelve 
and there are to be three majors in 
each regiment instead of one as at pres­ 
ent. All the appointments created 
by the act above the grade of sec ond 
lieutenant are to be filled by the 
seniority branch of the service and 
ono-half of the vacancies rem'aimng 
in the grade of second lieutenant after 
military academy graduates are pro­ 
vided for, are to be filled by promo­ 
tion from the ranks. The num ber of 
enlisted men in the arm y is increased 
by 250. 


THE C HINESE QUESTION. 
Mitchell then addressed the Senate 
on his Chinese bill. 
He described 
the Chinese as menacing the occupa­ 
tion of this country as the locusts 
occupied Egypt. 
He spoke of them 
as having established w ithin the 
United States, in violation of funda­ 
m ental laws, in defiance of municipal 
regulations, in direct antagonism to 
justice, order and decency, a system 
of hum an bondage more degrading, 
more polluting and more destructive, 
m orally, 
socially, politically' 
and 
physically, than ever existed in the 
African slavery in its palmiest days. 
The Chinese’ were gradually pos­ 
sessing themselves of this country, 
bringing with them their system of 
laws, their imperial customs, their 
own paculiar views and their own 


PAGAN INSTITUTIONS. 
They had already established iqtliis 
country au emporium. 
W ith them 
perjury is a crowning virtue, while 
hypocrisy, deception and fraud are in­ 
strum ents of constant em ployment, 
and yet people were told from year to 
year in Congress and elsewhere that 
they were powerless to put an end to 
the prodigious evil, because it would 
be necessary to modify the treaty with 
the Chinese. 
R ather than subm it to 
the Oriental pestilence, would it not 
be better that every line of the treaty 
stipulation with the Chinese Em pire 
w hich 
obstructed 
its 
prevention, 
shoul be swept away? 


STATISTICAL SHOWING. 
In th e City of New York there 
were 2175 Chinese laundries, to say 
nothing of the innum erable opium 
joints, gambling 
hells 
and other 
sinks of vico and iniquity. 
There 
were nearly as many in the City of 
Brookly, and the Chinese took from 
those two cities at least $1,000,000 
annually. 
There 
were 
between 
250,000 and .'*00,000 Chinese in the 
U nited S tates; probably 200,000 be­ 
ing in the State of California, and 
hundreds of thousands more wonld 
come by the way of Canada or the 
Canadian Pacific line of steam ers and 
railroad. They would flow in like 
water from a sieve. 
Against such an 
invasion w hat would the 
Federal 
Courts am ount to. 
The voice of the 
people of the Pacific Coast, irrespec­ 
tive of party, creeds or sex 
was 
unanimously in favor of the absolute 
exclusion of Chinese im migration, but 
that voice has been in a great measure 
stifled and repressed in Congress. 
There was but one opinion on the 
Pacific coast in relation to this m at­ 
ter, and that was th at the real remedy 
for Ura evil was the one proposed in 
the bill which he had introduced. It 
was the absolute duty of the United 
States to strike down at once and for­ 
ever every barrier i t the existing 
treaties 
which 
interfered 
in 
the. 


slightest degree with the absoluto ex­ 
clusion of the Chinese in future. 


• 
STEWART COINCIDES. 
Stewart spoke on the same side of 
the subject, saying th at whenever 
Chinese went on the Pacific coast 
American 
civilization stopped, be 
cause there could be no such thing 
with them as schools and churches. 
If the doors were opened to Chinese 
immigration the Chinese would sup­ 
plant the people of this country. 
He 
had asked General Grant on tiis re­ 
turn from his tour around the world 
what, was ‘the 
most 
remarkuble 
thing he had seen in his travels, and 
General G rant answered that wher­ 
ever a Chinaman had come in contact 
with a Jew in trading, the Chinaman 
had driven out the Jew. 
He moved a reference of Mitchell’s 
Mil and of his own resolution to the 
Committee 
on 
Foreign Relations. 
Referred, 
Benator Cullom introduced a bill 
to provide th at the legislative power 
of the Territory of Utah be vested in 
the Governor and Legislative Assem­ 
bly, the 
latter to consist of th ir­ 
teen citizens of the United Slates, res­ 
idents of the Territory, to be appointed 
by the President and confirmed by 
the Senate. 
The message of the President re­ 
garding the invitation of the French 
G overnm ent to participate in the In ­ 
ternational Exposition at Paris iu 
1889 was read and referred to the 
Committee on Foreign Relations. 
The Senate then went into execu­ 
tive ses8ioiiaud adjourned.

W a s h i n g t o n , January 12.—In the 
House, on motion of Rogers, of Ar­ 
kansas. the bill passed ty m n ish rob­ 
bery, burglary and larceny in the In­ 
dian Territory. 
W ilkins, of Ohio, under instructions 
from the ( 'omraittee on Banking and 
Currency, called up for present con­ 
sideration the bill providing for the 
issue of circulating notes to national 
banking associations. 
Wilkins stated 
that under this m easure, the national 
banks, if they saw lit, might increase 
their circulation to the extent of 10 per 
cent, making an increase of $21,000,­ 
000. 
Townshend also reported back Bou- 
telle’s ‘‘batle flag” 
resolution as 
am ended by the Committee on Mili­ 
tary affairs. 
Boutelle said that he 
had no objection to the am endments. 
The resolution was adopted. 
W ilkins then dem anded the previ­ 
ous question on the third reading of 
the bill. 
On division the roll was 113 
to 59 in favor of sustaining tho de­ 
mand, and yeas and nays were or­ 
dered, pending which the opouents of 
the bill resorted to filibustering tactics. 
The bill fixing tho salary oi the, 
Commissioners of Fish and Fisheries 
a t $5000 per annum passed. 
Secretary Bayard’s communication 
to the President in reference to the In­ 
ternational Exposition at Paris in 
1889, recom mends the appointment 
of a Commissioner-General to repre­ 
sent the United States and an ap­ 
propriation of $209,000 to defray ex­ 
penses.

C o l u m b ia , S. C., January 1 2 .— A 
sharp earthquake shock, tho first in 
many m onths, startled the citizens of 
Columbia at 9:55 this morning. Build­ 
ings were severely shaken and doors 
and windows, crockery and glassware 
rattled in a lively m anner.

A t c h i s o n , Kan., January 12.—The 
reeidence of Senator Ingalls, with all 
its contents, was entirely destroyed 
by fire this morning. 
Senator Ingalls’ house was one of 
the largest in the State, and it was, 
in more than the ordinary sense, the 
home of the Senator and his family. 
His library was one of the largest west 
of tho Mississippi, and was especially 
rich iu political literature, pictures 
and priceless mementos of the living 
and dead. The Senator’s loss is esti­ 
mated at $20,000 over and above the 
insurance, which sum represents the 
bulk of his accumulations. 


A CONFLAGRATION AT COI.UMBU8. 


C o l u m h u b , Ohio, January 12.—The 
Fourteenth Regiment arm ory burned 
this morning. 
All the* uniforms and 
equipments of tho regim ent were de­ 
stroyed, and 1000 rounds of cart­ 
ridges exploded. The Ohio Poultry, 
Pigeon, Kennel and Pet Stock Associ­ 
ation were holding their annual exhi­ 
bition in the arm ory at the time. 
The value of the exhibit is estimated 
at $50,000, all of which was consumed 
except two or three dogs. Among 
the dogs burned was Nattie M ., the 
prize pointer bitch, valued at $1000. 
In all, over 300 dogs of different 
breeds were lost, comprising the finest 
display ever made in Ohio. 
Sir Charles, said te be the finest 
specimen of a St. Bernard in Amer­ 
ica, valued at $2500, and the wliole of 
tho Alta Kennel of Toledo, Ohio, 
composed 
of 
St. Bernards, were 
burned. 
There were between (¡00 and 800 
entries in poultry, carrier pigeons, 
etc., from many States, all burned. 
The total loss will he about $60,000. 


l o w k l l ’s h e a v y l o s s . 


L o w e l l , 'M ass., January 12.—Two 
large four-story brick houses were de­ 
stroyed by fire this morning. The 
buildings were owned by th e city and 
occupied by the fire departm ent and 
the Sixth Regiment Armory. 
In the 
building were 20,000 rounds of car­ 
tridges, which kept up a constant 
fusilado, and several kegs of gun­ 
powder, which exploded w ith such 
orce as to be heard all over th e city. 
The fire alorm telegram system was 
rendered useless, and every electric 
light in the city extinguished. The 
loss is estimated at $75,000.

Yesterday morning the H e r a l d ’s 
representative interviewed an excur­ 
sionist who arrived from the E ast via 
the Santa Fe, and asked what delayed 
his train so much, said h e: 
“ We 
were about three days late when we 
got here this morning and the cause 
of tho delay was the heavy snow 
which drifted on the tracks at differ­ 
ent places to a depth of some nine or 
ten feet. 
We wore on time when we 
reached Las Vegas, N. M., but after 
leaving there we got into trouble. At 
Winslow, Arizona, we were delayed 
all day, with snow six or seven feet 
deep, and there the train met with a 
peculiar accident. There were two 
engines in front and two behind and 
about twenty coaches between them . 
We were jnst leaving Winslow when 
wo felt a bump and knew something 
had happened. 
A broken rail had been struck, the 
front engines passed all right, except 
tho tender of the second one, it, and 
all the coaches, besides the two en­ 
gines on behind, went off the track, 
but did no damage. This caused a de­ 
lay of tho entire night. 
At Flagstaff, 
Arizona, we had more snow trouble, 
and, in fact, we had trouble all along, 
the train stopped at every station. 
It was fearfully cold, and we suffered 
intensely, some of us being nearly 
frozen. If it hadn’t been for the snow 
I suppose we would have arrived on 
tim e.”

We would be delighted if Senator 
Hale’s onslaught on President Cleve­ 
land eould be substantiated. The 
average Democrat has been disposed 
to blame the Executive for dealing too 
tenderly with the Republicans in of­ 
fice, and leaving too many of them in 
place during his administration.

The rates now 
ore higher than the risks justify. Is 
it not time that Los Angeles capital­ 
ists should make a portion of these 
insurance profits themselves? 
We 
have now one strong company here, 
and we have a field for several others. 
San Francisco insurance companies’ 
stocks are gilt-edged. So would the 
stock of half a dozen local companies 
become. 


D ispa tches from up-country dur­ 
ing the late cold spell have been most 
careful to keep us informed of the 
fact that the frost had done little or 
no damage to the orange trees of that 
section. Redding is one of the places 
whence such comforting assurances 
have emanated. The thermometer 
fell there to about eighteen or twenty 
degrees, *if we recall the record 
aright. But it did not injure the or­ 
ange trees in Shasta county. Proba­ 
bly not.

HOME AGAIN. 
Mr. Joseph D. Lynch's 
Return. 


ABOUT OUR POSTOFFICE. 


The Frozen East—Railroad Mat­ 
ters—Senator Hearst at 
the Capital. 


Mr. Joseph D. Lynch, whose name 
is a household word in these parts, 
has returned home from a visit to the 
National Capital and other parts of 
the Fast. Knowing that readers of 
the H erald who have for years en­ 
joyed the privilege of perusing the 
productions of Mr. Lynch’s vigorous 
pen would be pleased to hear from 
him, albeit through the medium of 
a reporter's interview, a H f.rald 
representative last night induced 
him to submit to the ordeal of 
being questioned as to bis trip to the 
Atlantic side of the continent. And 
it must lie said that lie underwent the 
task with just that good grace becom­ 
ing one who has been so intimately 
connected with the newspaper guild in 
so many of its phases. 
Well, the pencil wieldcr began by 
asking: 
“Mr. Lynch, how did you enjoy 
your trip to the East?” 
’ “ Where shall I begin?” said the 
long-time head of the H erald stall. 
“1 will tell you first about mv journey 
across the continent. We ha«i a very 
pleasant trip. The route lay by way 
of Sacramento and Salt Lake. By the 
Central Pacific to the last named 
point all went smoothly, and we ar­ 
rived in the City of the Saints on 
time to a second.* Here we took the 
scenic route, a3 the Denver and 
Rio Grande railroad is called, 
and 
saw all 
the 
delightful 
scenery of the mountain country, 
arriving at Denver a little behind 
time. 
Here, ceased this supreme 
satisfaction of making close connec­ 
tion in our travals. Going and re­ 
turning the trains were always late. 
Why, when we came West, leaving 
St. Louis, we took what is known as 
the Flier train for Omaha, and wo 
suffered a whole day’s detention. So 
it was nil the way West until 
we reached the Pacific road, properly 
so called, at Ogden, and from there to 
San Francisco we made time all the 
way. The Central Pacific is so well 
managed and its snow plows are so 
effectively handled that in spite of 
the blockade of snow- in the Sierras 
we reached San Francisco in time.” 
Air. Lynch talks as rapidly as lie 
writes—or usod to write a leader for 
the H erald, and at this i»oiut stopping 
to get breath—or to allow the repoi ter 
to catch his—he asked: 
“ Well, what is the next point you 
want to take up?” 
The reported replied . “You speak 
of snow as if the whole continent were 
a snow-drift. What of the snow?” 
Snow! If you had crossed the con­ 
tinent from Washington or v New 
York to Omaha, a round thousand 
miles you would see nothing but 
snow. 
Tne train ran on through 
Slate after State, out of one great 
Commonwealth and into another. 
The whole expanse is a great field of 
snow. It takes all the poetic fiction 
out of that hackneyed old song, 
‘ The Beautiful Snow.” 
It loses 
its beauty as you 
ride day 
after day through it. And then 
it caused us such numerous delays 
because of blockaded roads. At 
Omaha we had to wait twenty-four 
hours for the train to proceed. In 
tlio hotel where we stopped the 
thermometer marked eighty-five de­ 
grees above zero. Outside in the 
open air the mercury stood at twenty- 
two 
degrees 
below 
zero. 
As 
you 
step 
from 
the 
house 
into 
the street you undergo 
a change of temperature measured 
by one hundred and seven degrees of 
the thermometer. How any lungs 
can stand this long is a mystery to us 
who have lived for many years in 
sucha climate as Los Angeles. From 
Omaha to the western slope of the 
Sierras, 2000 miles, it was again snow 
as far as the eye could reach. The 
ancient mariner saw', “ water, water, 
everywhere,” until the aqueous ex­ 
panse set him crazy with its monot­ 
ony. 
Here we passed over 3000 
miles of snow until we weaned of the 
frigid pall that covered inanimate na­ 
ture in all directions over the great 
continent.” 
The reporter fearing he would catch 
sympathetic chill if he heard 
any more of the “beautiful” took 
occasion from a pause in the 
narrative to turn the interview ¡uto a 
new channel. So he said: “ Mr. 
Lynch, our great industry here is 
fruit. How much competition will 
we meeet in the East from home­ 
grown products?” 
Here the enthusiastic defender 
of semi-tropic California waxed 
eloquent as he replied: 
“Com­ 
petition ! 
Why, 
none—absolutely 
none. In the whole stretch of 
continent crossed by us I did not en­ 
counter half a dozen orchards. Even 
in Missouri, where we spent some 
time, I learn that they have aban­ 
doned all hope of growing peaches. 
The industry is given up definitely. 
Farmers have grown tired of planting 
trees and taking care of them merely 
to see them killed root and branch 
about the time they bear one crop. In 
the greater portion of that country 
they have given up trying to raise 
apples. The markets of the whole 
Union are open to our fi nits, and we 
shall hereafter find no competition in 
our way.” 
at the capital. 
These were rather gloomy recitals 
after all, so far as the weather und 
crops go; and therefore the news- 
seeker turned attention to the National 
Capital where Mr. Lynch spent most 
of his time, by asking: 
“What is the prospect of our getting 
better postal facilities for this city?” 
“Ah!” said Mr. Lynch, “ I am glad 
you reverted to this subject. It is a 
question in which your readers 
are so intimately interested in. 
Well, I was pretty busily occu­ 
pied with my own affairs, but 
1 determined to 
do something 
in this direction. You will under­ 
stand that it was not easy for me to 
proceed. I do not see how I could 
have made any progress had it not 
been for Senator llearst. I told him 
about it; and at once Mr. Hearst said 
‘Oh, yes, I want to help you in that. 
I was invited to stop at Los 
Angeles to learn the needs of the 
place, but I was prevented from doing 
so by press of private business. To 
tell you the truth, I would have made 
a great sacrifice to do so, but I knew 
you would be here and that you would 
know more about the affairs of 
your 
section than 
any 
one 
else in it, and so much more 
than I could learn in a day or two. 


So, said Mr. Lynch, “Senator Hearst 
and I went to see (iencral Vilas. The 
Postmaster-General took a great in­ 
terest in the matter, and said 
the lack of proper postal facilities at 
Ix>s Angeles had been a matter of 
much anxiety to the department for 
more than a year past. He stated 
that when the present Administration 
come iuto oflico, the appropriation 
had already been made for tho cur­ 
rent period. It had been made on 
the basis of a certain scale for Los 
Angeles and he could not change 
it. 
Last year 
he 
had 
it 
inind 
to 
give 
much 
larger attention to this section than 
formerly, but Congress failed to pass 
the appropriation bill to cover this 
case and the Department was left 
without increase of funds,and without 
more funds no change could be made 
in the status of this or any 
other 
office. 
General 
Vilas 
stated that he and his associates 
were powerless to do anything unless 
Congress voted tho sinews of war 
wherewith to do it. 
, 
From General Vilas, Mr. Hearst aud 
I went to the oflh e of the First Assist­ 
ant 
£ostmaster-General. General 
Stevenson was most patient in hear­ 
ing of the inadequate service being 
rendered our citizens in the matter of 
their imiils, but he went over 
substantially tho same grounds 
as General Vilas had traversed. 
Lastly Senator Hearst accompanied 
me to the White House, and we laid 
the matter beforo the President, who 
took as gre:.t interest in the matter as 
did General Vilas or General Steven­ 
son. Tho result of these conferences 
was that all tiirce of these gentlemen 
gave me personal assurances that 
just as soon as the “Deficiencies 
Bill, now before Congress shall have 
passed, Los Angeles shall have the 
first attention. And,” said Mr. Lynch, 
“It w ill not lie in any penurious meas­ 
ure that our needs will be attended to! 
It will bo in good measure, shaken 
down and running over that this relief 
will be meted out to us. You will 
see that 
just 
as soon as 
the bill passes Congress our ]>ost- 
ofliee will be put on such a basis as 
w’dl preclude all further trouble. I 
laid the matter naked in all its present 
deformity before the eyes of the De­ 
partment, and beforo those of our 
Chief Magistrate. Senator Hearst 
heartily endorsed all I said, and 
General Vilas, General Stevenson, 
and Mr. Cleveland all concurred in 
their pledges to mo that the matter 
would have the earliest and the most 
ampio remedial measures possible to 
apply to the ease. It will be done. 
lA?t mo assure you our junior .Sen­ 
ator is a power at tho National 
Capital, and my urgent repre­ 
sentations of our case reached 
ears more than willing to hear, and 
the mind of men whose action in this 
matter will be sympathetic. 
I eould not do very much for our 
section under tho circumstances, but 
L took great pleasure in doing all I 
could” saiil Mr. Lynch. “And now 
it is getting late, and if you will let 
me olí I will not tire you more to­ 
night, and your readers to-morrow.”

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AN HISTORIC BUILDING 


Torn Down to Make Way 
for a Street. 


REM INISCENCES OP TH E P A S ii 


H istory of the Movements to Open 
Los Angeles Street to 
Alameda. 


The demolition of the old adobe 
building on the corner of Arcadia 
street and Nigger Alloy by Street Su­ 
perintendent Kuhrts, in obedience to 
the order oi the City Council, made 
on Monday last, has awakened rem­ 
iniscences of the days of ’49 in t lie 
minds of tho pioneer residents of this 
city. Very few of those alive at the 
present-day can remember when its cor­ 
ner stone was laid, for when the fore­ 
runners Jof the lido of immigration, 
which set iu during later years, first 
became residents, tho Coronel block 
stood where it was on Monday morn­ 
ing last. 
It was in this building that 
many of tho darkest scenes of Los 
Angeles earlier history transpired. 
Tt was within its walls that may a 
human spirit was separated from 
the 
body of its owner by tho 
dagger 
or 
tho 
pistol which 
in tiiose days were necessary adjuncts 
of the male citizens’ effects. It was 
within its walls that the famous riot 
of 1871 started, and its destruction in 
188K, nearly forty-eight years after its 
erection, is an incident which calls 
for more than ordinary uotiee. 


. 
WHEN BUILT. 
In 18114 Ygnacia F. Coronel came to 
Ixis Angeles, and in 18:18 his son was 
appointed Assistant Secretary of the 
tribunals in the city of Los Angeles. 
In 1840 Ygnacia erected tho Coronel 
Block as a residence for liis family. 
At this time the buildings in Los An­ 
geles were in the main composed of 
adobe, and Ygnacia but followed the 
exanlple of others when he raised 
walls of that material, which in more 
instances than one has proven its 
lasting qualities. 
From this time un­ 
til about the year 1849 1m and his 
family resideil in this dwelling, which 
was then in the very heart of the 
city. 
The adjoining property was 
owned by Vicente Sanchez, 
who 
occupied the center and larger part 
with his own building as a family 
residence, one of the only two two- 
story residences in the city. Only 
one* of these twostorv buildings is 
now standing, being located on the 
corner of Aliso and Los Angeles 
streets. 
It was faced with brick, and 
few in passing it imagine that behind 
the brick there is an lulubc lining 
made a half century ago. Tho Sati- 
ehez residence was torn down more 
than twenty years ago, but the Coro­ 
nel block was left standing, a remin­ 
der of the former days. 
The last 
adobe building erected in this vicinity 
was that of Alexander Bell in 1845. 
THE COnONEl.8 MOVE. 
As time passed the better class 
of 
the 
residents 
of 
this part 
of 
the 
city 
moved 
away, 
and gradually the buildings were 
turned into saloons, dance houses and 
gambling dens. In 1849, or there­ 
abouts, the Coronéis gave up their 
residence and it passed into the hands 
of the sporting fraternity, which had 
then a very large representation in 
this city. 
The forerunners of the 
present civilization were mainly of a 
roving, gambling disposition, and 
monte, faro, poker and other games 
of chanco were conducted without tho 
least attempt at secrecy. For some 
reason those whojcontrollcd tho games 
conducted in the Coronel block man­ 
aged to make them so attractive that 
thev enjoyed the utmost popularity, 
and it was not an unfrequent occur­ 
rence to see as much as $150,000 or 
$200,000 in gold, mostly $50 slugs, 
displayed on the tables at a sin­ 
gle time. 
The building had been 
constructed in the shape oi an L, with 
large frontages on Arcadia street and 
on Negro alley. Strung in line from 
the north end of the frontage on 
Negro Alley to tho west end of the 
frontage 
on 
Arcadia street, were 
twenty faro tables, behind which, at 
all hours of tho day or night, were to 
be found dealers ready to accommo­ 
date those who desired to try their 
fortune. During the afternoons and 
evenings, the latter especially, the 
gambling rooms were crowded with 
all grades of humanity, from the man 
who merely desired to pass away the 
time to the wretch who hoped to 
double his last small piece of coin. 
A GAMBLING DEN. 
There were professional gamblers, 
miners, Mexicans, youths,with beard­ 
less faces, and women of the lower 
grades, to be found in the Coronel 
block every afternoon and night 
and so intent did every one appear to 
he worshipping at the shrine of the 
goddess of fortune, that they appar­ 
ently had no other object in life than 
to try their chances on the card. With 
such a horde of visitors, it was not to 
be wondered that disputes 
arose 
which ended fatally to one or more 
concerned. That such did arise, is a 
matter of history, and that they were 
frequent, was attested by the saying 
that “the Coronel Block furnished a 
man for breakfast every morning.” 
Unfortunately, for a full and com­ 
prehensive history oi the building, 
there was no record kept of the num­ 
ber of men killed during tho running 
of 
the 
games, but those whose 
memories 
carry 
them 
back 
to 
the 
days 
of 
’40 
and 
’50 
say 
that 
there 
were so many that 
every inch of surface on the floor 
now being exposed to the sunshine 
for the first time in half a century, 
must surely retain the indestructible 
portions of their life blood. Only a. 
few of the murders which occurred in 
or adjacent to this building are still 
remembered by tho pioneers, and 
these only because 
the murdered 
men were prominent individuals. In 
1852 Prr.nklia Dana was shot through 
the heart during a quarrel, but he 
possessed enough vitality to run out 
on Arcadia street and up to Main, 
where he ell in the arms of the father of 
ox-Mayor 8. C. Foster and expired. At 
this time the principal owner of the 
games was John Moore. 
In 1853 
Sherifl' Barton shot and killed a man 
named Joseph Caduc, who was a young 
sport, and had become 
involved 
in a quarrel. Later on one of the de­ 
votees of fortune became crazy and 
leaving the gambling hall entered a 
pawnbroker shop near by, where he 
shot fcherilf Getman, who had held 
office but a few weeks. These are 
only a few of tho murders for which 
the building was made famous, but 
they are sufficient to show the nature 
of the crowd which frequented it 
nightly. Time passed on and it be­ 
came a menace to the morals of the 
city to have gambling ^oing on so 
openly, for in the meantime the city 


had been increased by a number of 
jierinanent residents of the better 
class. 
A DANCE H ALL. 
The 
«lays 
of 
faro hanking 
public places were over and the build 
ing was turned into a dance hall 
where the same class of humanity 
still spent its time. 
The gambling 
tables had simply been removed to in­ 
ner rooms while the blood stained floor 
was given over to lewd females and 
their companions. Murders were a 
little less frequent, but a Mexican 
dance-house such as this was, always 
has its quota of shooting raid stabbiug 
affrays. 
I his particular dance-house 
was notorious for the frequency of the 
crimes committed by women in their 
jealousy toward each other. Finally, 
in 185Ó or 1857, the dance was given 
up and Messrs. Corbett A: Barker 
leased it. This firm carried on a 
wholesale grocery and drygoods store 
within its walls and transacted the 
largest business then south of San 
Francisco. Two or three years after­ 
ward they moved out and several 
other parties leased the building, tho 
last firm being that of Newmark & 
Co., which used it as a storage house 
for iron and hard lumber. When 
the building again became vacant it 
was leased by a Chinaman, and from 
that time until Tuesday morning last 
it has been in the hands of that race 
of people. 
THE MASSACRE. 
This preliminary history of 
the 
building brings the time down to Oc­ 
tober, 1871, when tho Chinese mas­ 
sacre took place. At the time of its 
occurrence tho nowspa|>ers spoke of 
the massacre in unmeasured terms of 
condemnation. Of this the darkest 
scene in the history of Los Angeles, 
i ho following facts have been gathered 
from the newspapers of that time, and 
those living to-day who took part in 
endeavoring to restore order. It np' 
pears that there were then two Chi 
nose companies in existence here, a 
highbinder company named Yd lling 
audtheL uY up company. The for 
nier Lad stolen a girl from 
tho 
Lu Yup company, and the mat­ 
ter 
had 
been 
taken 
into 
tho 
Justice’s court, before Justice (¡ray. 
The trial had lasted forty-eight hours 
when an adjournment was taken, and 
the woman had been placed under 
the protection of Officers Emil Harris, 
George Gard and Je-us Bilderrain. 
There were at this time but six officers 
on tho police force of L- s Angeles, 
Messrs. Harris, Gard. Bryant, Bilder- 
rain. Hartley and Sands. Into the 
hands of three of the pioneers of the 
police force of the city was the Chi­ 
nese woman given, and at dinner time 
on tho nigh: of October 24th Officers 
Harris and Gard left Bilderrain on 
watch while they partook oi their 
evening meal. While they were so 
engaged tho trouble commenced, and 
wits described by the papers of that 
time about as follows: 
HOW IT OCCURRED. 
Yesterday evening about half-past 5 
o’clock the.quarrel which had been 
brewing for some days past, between 
the Chinese companies in this city, 
and which caused tho shooting affair 
between Y'o 11 ing and Ah Choy, on 
Monday, culminated in a shooting 
affray in Negro Alley •between tho 
Chinamen. Jesus Bilderrain, Sepul­ 
veda, and Esteban Sanchez and sev­ 
eral others rushed in and separated 
tho combatants. 
Hardly had this 
been done when the Chiuamen com­ 
menced 
an 
indiscriminate 
firing, 
shooting rapidly at the police, at each 
other and nt every man in sight. 
One old heathen who didn’t seem to 
lie taking a hand in the affair was no 
sooner approached and advised to got 
into a house out of the way of the 
bullets which swept through the air 
in all directions, than he pulled a six- 
shooter from under his coat and dis­ 
charged every 
barrel 
at persons 
in his 
immediate 
vicinity. 
Two 
others, one of whom is said to have 
been identified as All (’hoy, staid on 
the porch in front of Coronel Block, 
and emptied their pistols at tho crowd, 
which, attracted by the firing, had as­ 
sembled on Los Ang desniul Arcadia 
streets. After twenty-five or thirty 
shots had been fired and Officer Bilder­ 
rain had been shot through tho shuuldi r 
tiie citizens armed themselves hastily 
and ran to the rescue of the police. 
About this time a boy named Juan 
Jose Mcndibles was shot through the 
leg whilst standing on Arcadia street, 
and a man named “Joe” received a 
ball in the hip. All tho stores witlpn 
range were closed, and the people 
closed in on the accursed pagans and 
forced them to seek shelter in the 
adol>e dens of the Coronel Block with 
a loss of one killed outright, and four 
wounded. 
ROBERT THOMPSON KILLED. 
Mr. Robert Thompson, one of our 
oldest residents and most quiet and 
respectable citizens, was one of the 
first to gain the porch in answer to tho 
cries of tho police, and received a 
mortal wound from a bullet fired 
through the door of a Chinese store, 
and which struck him in the left 
breast, above the heart, and probably 
ered the arch of the aorta. Ho was 
taken to Woolwebber’s drug store, on 
.Alain street, and expired aftor endur­ 
ing horrible agonies. By this time, 
the house in which the Chinese devils 
had taken refuge, was surrounded by 
citizens, armed with pistols, shotguns 
and any convenient weapons. The 
house is a long adobe, with massive 
walls, heavy brea covered roof, and 
but 
few 
windows. 
The China­ 
men 
barricaded 
every 
aperture, 
and prepared to fight to (loath. 
Don Refugio Botello, armed with 
a six-shooter, ascended to tho roof; 
armed and terribly excited men 
watched every means of exit. 
For 
several minutes hardly a shot was 
tired. 
Suddenly a noise of falling, 
boxes was heard within the house 
and under cover from a volley of his 
comrades, one Chinaman left the 
house and attempted to run across 
the yard, but was knocked down by 
the first bu lets 
sent after him. 
Another escaped» into Los Angeles 
street, but was captured by tho crowd, 
dragged through the streets to the 
eastern part of the old Tomlinson 
corral and hung. Some one attemp­ 
ted to stab him, after capture, and 
ran a knife through the arm of a man 
who was holding him. At the first at­ 
tempt the rope I roke. A stronger one 
was substituted, the breath of the 
wretch went out into the night air, 
and 
his 
body' was 
left 
dang­ 
ling from the upper cross-piece of tho 
gate. 
A posse summoned by the 
authorities kept watch over the house. 
A party of determined men mounted 
tho roof, cut a holo in the brea and 
opened lire through the aperature 


MATTERED DOWN. 
About a quarter of 9 o’clock a door 
in the eastern end of the building was 
battered down and a storming party 
rushed in. 
Eight Chinamen were 
found within and dragged out lo the 
infuriated crowd. 
One was killed by 
dragging him through the streets by a 
rope fastened to his neck, on the way 
to the place of execution; three were 
hung on a w’agon on Los Angeles 
Btreet; four on the w estern gate of 
the Tomlinson corral, the gate upon 


which TiSchenais, the murderer of 
Bell met his fate. 
It is known that fifteen Chinamen 
were hanged, three shot to death, and 
that one of the wounded will die of 
his wounds. One Chinamen was cut 
down, and his life saved when nearly 
extinct. 
At about twenty minutes past 9 
o’clock, Sheriff Burns addressed the 
the crowd at the corner of Spring and 
Temple streets, commanded the peace, 
and called upon all good, law abiding 
citizens to follow him to the Chinese 
quarter. There he ascended a porch, 
and,after stating that lie had attempted 
in vain to check the affair ini ts incipi- 
ency, called for twenty-five armed vol­ 
unteers on tho side of law and order to 
preserve the peace and guard the 
budding until this morning. 


THE KILLED. 
Ten were hung on the west side of 
Los Angelos street below Commercial. 
Five were hung at Tomlinson’s Corral 
and four were shot in Negro alley 
and vicinity. One Chinawoman was 
shot at the commencement of the 
row by a Chinaman. Of the wounded 
at jail two will probably (lie. Two of 
the Chinamen hung were boys of 18 
or 19 years, and one of them is said 
to have only been in the city a few 
days. 
So far as known but one China­ 
woman took part in the fight, and 
she fired a shotgun at a gentleman 
who was attempting to arrest a party 
of Chinamen with an empty pistol 
The names of those killed wero af­ 
terwards found to bo Dr. Gene Tong, 
shot, Who Sim throe shots in the ab- 
lomen and legs, Chang Tong, hung, 
Leong Quais hung, Johnny Burrow 
shot, Ah Tong hung, Wong Chin 
hung, Fong Won shot, stabbed and 
hung, All Lo hung, Ah Fo hung, Day 
Keo hung, Ho lling hung, Ah Wad 
hung, All Cut phot, Ko Ke hung, Ah 
Won hung, Wang (’hoc shot" and 
hung, Seward at Pico House hung. 
When Sheriff Bums appealed to those 
who loved law and order to join in 
line and follow the lead of Emil Har­ 
ris, a number of citizens did as lie 
a«ked, but shortly after one or two 
jumped out, and the rest, following 
their examples refused to follow Mr. 
Harris’ lead. This attempt was un­ 
successful. and Sheriff’ Burns again 
addressed the crowd, and gave way to 
( \ E. Thom, who also tried to induce 
the citizens to restore peace to the 
city. 
Judge R. M. Widney and a 
number of his followers aided most 
efficiently in restoring order, and in 
fifteen m inués after their appearance 
on the scene all was quiet. 
Such is a brief history of this build­ 
ing, which is now a thing of the past. 
OPENING MOV KM ENTS. 
The history of the movement which 
has resulted in the destruction of the 
building above described is almost as 
extended as that of tho building itself. 
Los Angeles street as accepted by the 
ity on July 28, 1854, was defined ’as 
follows: 
The lines of Los Angeles street are 
hereby established as follows, viz: 
Its western line shall run on a direct 
line from tho corner of William Nord- 
liold’s house, with the porch of the 
ho\ so on the west side of the house 
of Thomas Sanchez, to where it inter­ 
sects tho cross street between the 
•roperty of Alexander Bell and Abel 
Stearns, and its eastern line shall be 
established from the house of Felipe 
Rhein to an angle in tho house of 
Manuel Requeua, fronting Franklin 
street; thence to a stake planted by 
lie surveyor immediately in front 
of the house oí Soledad Yudartdc 
Coronel, and thence along the wall of 
tho house of Francis Melius to -inter­ 
sect the street running between the 
property of said Melius and of Pru­ 
dent Beaudry. 
These limits suited the then small 
population of the city, but as the 
years rolled by and the population 
numbered thousands where it had 
enly 
numbered hundreds before, 
it 
became 
evident 
that 
for 
the 
convenience 
of 
the 
public 
Los Angeles street should have been 
laid out so as to extend as far as Ala­ 
meda street. No movement, how­ 
ever, was made in this direction until 
on June 24, 1875, a resolution estab­ 
lishing the lines of Los Angeles street 
was adopted and published, it pro­ 
vided for tho extension of Los Angolés 
street from Arcadia stieet lo Alameda 
street. 
For some reason this first en­ 
deavor to remove tho obstructions 
failed and the matter was allowed to 
drop until on March 22. 1877, the 
name of Negro alley was changed by 
tho City Council to Loa Angeles street. 
A CHANGED NAME. 
This effort on the part of the Council 
to change the name of Negro alley did 
not have any effect on the public, nor 
did it result in extending Los Angeles 
street, thereby securing tho desired 
result. This resolution was afterward 
ignored by the Council, for on July 
19, 1877, a resolution was adopted ex­ 
tending Los Angeles street from Arca­ 
dia street to Alameda. This resolu­ 
tion 
was 
as 
ineffective as were 
those formerly 
passed and the 
project 
to 
open 
Los 
Angeles 
street was almost forgotten, until 
on June 18, 1881, when an ordinance 
was adopted establishing the lines of 
Los Angeles street from Arcadia 
street to Alatncda street and defiuing 
the limits within which the assess­ 
ment for extensivo widening and im­ 
proving of said street shall extend. 
lie City Attorney was instructed to 
commence and prosecute proceedings 
for condemnation. 
On July 11,1831, a resolution was 
adopted designating the limits of the 
immediate vicinity for assessments. 
On tho same date an ordinance was 
adopted directing that proceedings l>e 
taken for tho condemnation of the 
property necessary to be taken for 


and widening. 
On August 9, IS 
the same ordinance was again adopt­ 
ed, but from this on the matter was 
dropped, until on January 24,1887. an 
ordinance was adopted providing for 
the widening, opening and extending 
of Los Angeles street from Commer­ 
cial to Alameda streets. 
City Attorney Daly at this time took 
hold of tho matter and determined 
that before he went out of office Los 
Angeles street should be openod. To 
this end he devoted himself inces­ 
santly, and just before the end of 
1887, it was announced that he had 
succeeded in peacably securing the 
consent of the property ow ners along 
the line to allow the street to ho put 
through. 
As announced in Wednes­ 
d a y 's H e r a l d , the work actually 
began on Tuesday morning last, and 
at the present time Street Stij>erin- 
tendent lvuhrts is busy tearing down 
the hovels that have withstood the 
elements for half a century. 


N e w c u k e i i 
It. A. Longstreet yesterday filed a 
complaint against Dr. J. Kurtz, in 
which he alleges that in June, 1887, 
by accident, he fractured and broke 
his right leg; that relying on the skill 
of the defendant as a surgeon, he was 
called and set and dressed the injured 
limb. The complaint further states 
that by reason of negligence and want 
of skill, the limb is now crooked, and 
tho bones netted in audi a manner as 
to render him a cripple for life. Twen­ 
ty thousand and five hundred dollars 
is asked as damages.

Hannah M. Lane filed a petition for 
letters of administration in the estate 
of her husband, Allen T. Lane. 
Louis Dav filed a petition asking for 
letters of administration in tlie estate 
of his i rother, E. Day, deceased. 


C o u r t N otew . 
In Judge Gardner’s court the pe­ 
tition of H. A. J.Wright for admitting 
to probate the will of RebeccaWriglit, 
deceased, was yesterday granted and 
a bond of $1000 exacted. 
In the final settlement of the 63<ate 
of 8uinav Strohle, there appearing to 
be due the minor heir tho sum of 
$921.79, ft decree was ordered approv­ 
ing the account.

In some there is an almost constant flow of clear, acrid finid, but oftener an offan* 
give, puiulrn or muco purulent, greenish ellow mutter is secreted, whi -h accumulate*» 
in the nostrils or drops Into the throat, necessitating its frequent removal bv blowing 
the nose or expect ration, iuhi ofu-n l»y botn processes. Homctimes patients feci us 
though thcii whole head wapiti a state of rottennesa, so great is tin* amount of matter 
d «chargcd and so net id is its odor. J lie pati.-nt is greatly annoyed by tin* constant drop­ 
ping into the throat of the morbid matter from the head, andas a recumbent position 
naturally favors theGlow down wanL his reels frequently disturbed from this cause.

desire to relieve the diseomf.nt by drawing the mu. ua into the throat so as to reject it by 
tlie mouth.
